~ FREIGHT ATES 


Eastern Railroads Apply to 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission 


They Say Is Demanded by 
- ~~ Conditions 


New York—The railruads of the 
eastern territory, having discussed the 
freight rate problem, have decided to 
ask the interstate commerce commis- 
sion to allow a 5 per cent increase on 
freight of all. 

This was made known through a 
statement issued by President Willard 
of the Baltimore & Ohio. 

Willard is the head of a committee 
of railroad presidents representing the 
principal lines in what is known as the 
official classification territory, that is, 
the district lying east of Chicago and 
north of the Ohio river. 

For some time there has been talk 
‘of a move {fooking to increased freight 
rates, but this statement is the first 
coming from the roads. Briefly, the 
request to the interstate commerce 
commission will be made in the form 
of an application to reopen the eastern 
advance rate case, heard and passed 
upon by the commission in 1910. 
‘‘When the matter of an increase in 
rates of freight was considered three 
years ago,’’ says Willard’s statement, 
“‘it was proposed by the railroads to in- 
crease generally the so-called class 
rates and some of the commodity rates. 
It was urged at the time by those op- 
posed to the suggested advances that 
a fairer and better way to obtain an 
increase, if necessary would be by a

“If you want to be healthy, eat plen- 
ty of meat,” is in substance the advice 
ot Professor Edmond Perrier, given 
before the French Academy of Science 
recently. ; 

M. Perrier described experiments in 
feeding ducks on separate diets of 


* fish, vegetables and meat, in which ex- 


periments the meat-fed ducks proved 
themselves altogether the superiors of 
the fish-eaters and the vegetarians. 

Further experiments were made to 
prove tho relative healih-giving prop- 
erties of the three diets, with the re- 
sult that the livers of the meat-eating 
ducks were shown to be in a far bet- 
ter condition than those fed on fish 
or vegetables, 

M. Perrier declares his opinion that 
vegetarianism is much overrated, 
and that. the eating of much meat is 
not only harmless, but health-giving 
and useful. i : 

“Everybody should eat plenty of 
meat,” says the professor, “unless 
suffering from from special complaint 
which renders it obnoxious. Except 
in such cases, a meat diet is the 
healthiest of diets for healthy people.”

LITTLE SLEEP FOR ELEPHANT. 


Beast Never Lies Down in Its Whole 
Life, Is Common Theory—Always 
on Feet. 

It 1s doubted whether, in the wild 
state, elephants ever lie down, says a 
writer in Harper’s Weekly. Gordon 
Cumming thought he had found evi- 
dence, in marks upon the ground, that 
the adult bulls did stretch themselves 
out at full length for a few hours’ 
rest at about midnight; but he con- 
tended that the young and the cows 

always remained on their feet. 

Another authority, Selous, has ex- 
pressed doubt whether even the old 
bulls lie down. He tells of one herd 
that was known to have kept mov- 
ing and feedjng throwghout the twen- 
ty-four hours. “Except when rolling 
in mud and water,” he says, “it is 
likely that an African elephant never 
Mes down in its whole life.” - 

However this may be, the most com- 
petent authorities seem to agree that 
this animal sleeps less and more light- 
ly than any other. J. L. Kipling, the 
father of the writer, has estimated the 
period of slumber taken standing up 
to average about four hours in the 
twenty-four, and this estimate has 
been, employed by the son in an amus- 
ing passage for one of his stories. 
“Moti Guj,” wherein the sleep of the 
elephant is represented as consisting 
of an hour’s fidgeting on one side and 
a similar period’s fidgeting on the 
other, followed throughout the rest of 
the night “by long, low, rumbling 
soliloquies.”

higher up, up to the roofs of our tene 
ment and apartment buildings. Here 
in our crowded city lies a great waste 
space given up to solitude or clothes- 
lines. Let the health board urge the 
proper authorities to pass laws mak- 
ing mandatory upon all owners of 
such edifices to surround the roofs 
iron fences too high -to be 
elimbed over. This .secured, instruct 
and advise parents to see that their 
children, dwelling tn these huge 
houses, spend the leisure hours, not 
on the streets as at present, but on. 
these roof playgrounds far removed 
from the influences leading to physical 
and moral degeneration that now sur- 
round them. ~ 3

Preserving Light of Firefly. 

Probably as far back as 1783 it was 
known that the luminous parts of fire- 
flies, glowworms, etc., could be dried 
and preserved out of contact with the 
air for considerable periods without 
losing their light-giving power. In 
late years it has been possible to 
prove this permanence of the light- 
giving power for at least eighteen 
months. Kastle and McDermitt were 
able, upon opening tubes containing 
the luminous organs of the common 
firefly preserved in hydrogen or a vac- 
uum, to obtain quite a brilliant Hght 
by simply moistening with water. The 
Hight was increased when hydrogen 
peroxide replaced the water. How- 
ever, scientists have yet to discover 
the firefly’s secret of producing light 
without heat.
